NARRATIVE OF THR CATASTROPIIR,

The Thames loft this poct on Sunday last, bound
for CGalveston, Texas, iaving on bl fonr passen-
gers and o orew of iwenty-one pereong. We expe-
rienced tolevably falr weather undil the evening of
Monday, wuen 8 sharp breeze =t in, but with no
gerious violencs, About lall-past one o'¢lock on
Tuesduy morning the alarm of “ire’ was given

and mmoke aml fames wers foand  procesd-
ing from belween  deocksy  just aft of  the
engine, Thoe e epread with  such  frightiul

rapldity that all hands were soon driven from the
cabing. At the time the Ore was discovered the
Hatterna Nl bore dircetly weat, about twenty miles
distant, and Captain Penmngion at onee gave
orders to put the =sbhip about with a view
of rmmnning in for the ehore. Efforts were
then mada to extingulsh the tice, and the bulkheads
were knoeked In with that ablect, but the entire
hold was found to be m fames, and It was evident
that the ship wonld bo destroyed. Bhe enrried hay
a9 cargo botween deckea and this furpished abundant
fue! ror the fire, burnfog with great fury. Foo-
tunately she wind wad off shore, and in order to
